DECLARATION 
From his Excellency Si THOMAS FAITRFAX, andhis 
Councell ot Warce, concerning the Propoſals of the Army for 


ſetling ot a Peace, and the grounds of publithing the heads 
thereof | 


Tnce our drawing backe to Reading, - wee have applied our 
ſelves with all;diligence to frame and haſten an intire body 
of all the particular propoſals, which wee would tender to 
the CommiTioners of Parliament, reading with the Army, 
to be treated on, in puriuance-of thoſe general] delires ex- 
preſſed in our former Leclarations, and papers for the ſecuring of 
the common rights and liberties, and a preſent ſetling of the peace 
of the Kingdome: in which bulinefſe { notwithſtanding the many- 
interruptions and dilturbances, with dayly advertiſements of the 
indire& and treacherous practices and preparations of the Commit= 
tee of Militia,and others in and about the City ot London and elſe- 
where; tending to a new War, have occalioned to the diverting or 
retarding of our proſeedings therein yet ) we have made a progreſle 
as ſpeedy as the' nature and weight of fuch a worke would admit:! 
and having finiſhed the ſame, we have delivered in. an abſtrret of the: 
heads thereof,unto the ſaid Commillioners of Parliament to be trea=- 
ted upon. | add 3s, 
Buc the late pernicious engagement, ſet on foot in the City, and 
( and much more that prodicious violence done to both Houfes of 
Parliament,on Monday Ialt;having wholy taken ns off for pretent, 
and rendred all proceedings in the way of treaty thereupon meerly
